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Stratton Signs School Bill 
Filibuster Ends 


SPRINGFIELD (IR—Senate Dem­ 
ocrats failed today to get action 
on a bill to provide an additional 
l l million dollars for the state’s 
common school aid fund. 
They backed down on their late- 
session filibuster in protest of what 
they 
termed 
Gov. William 
G 
Stratton’s “inadequate” school aid 
measures, and agreed to resump 
tion of normal Senate procedures. 
Senate Minority Leader William 
J. 
Lynch (D-Chicago) 
said the 
Democrats would no longer “stand 
in the way of necessary legisla 
tion.” 
He had introduced a measure 
which would provide another ll 
million dollars for use only if the 
governor found the 227 million dol­ 
lars insufficient to keep the school 
aid program at the current $200 
per pupil per year level. 
Lynch asked that it be advanced 
to amendment stage without con­ 
sideration 
by a committee—the 
only way it could be passed this 
late in the session. The Republican 
majority refused. 
Lynch told the Senate the Repub­ 


licans weren't even sure the 227 
million dollars would be enough, 
as evidenced by their statements 
that Stratton had promised to sup­ 
port a deficiency appropriation in 
1959 if it became necessary. 
The House killed a bill sponsored 
by Rep. John K. Morris (D-Chad- 
wick) aimed at boosting the state 
corporation franchise taxes by 25 
million dollars a year, with the in­ 
crease to be earmarked for school 
aid. 


It would have increased the tax 
from l-20th of I per cent of stated 
capital and surplus to 1-4 of I per 
cent. 
Opponents charged it would drive 
industry out of Illinois and prevent 
new industry from entering the 
state, 
despite 
Morris* assertion 
that Illinois corporation taxes were 
the third lowest in the nation. 
The Senate Republican majority 
stopped this move by forcing to 
passage the 227-million-dollar bill. 
Stratton then immediately signed 
the 227-million-dollar measure into 
law, although usually he takes a 
week or so to act on a bill. 


The strategy was to resolve the 
school aid issue and leave the Dem­ 
ocrats without anything to filibust­ 
er about. 
But after the governor’s action, 
Democratic leader Wm. J. Lynch 
announced he would introduce a 
separate bill t< appropriate the l l 
million dollars in addition to the 
227-million-dollar bill.

WASHINGTON (IR—Wheat farm 
ers in 36 states vote Thursday in 
a national referendum to determine 
whether their 1958 crop shall be 
under rigid government marketing 
controls. 
The Agriculture Department, as 
usual, has taken no stand for or

j The department holds that this is 
strictly up to the farmers. 
Department economists predict 
privately the vote is “likely to be 
close.” 
Upwards 
of 950,000 to 
1,000,000 farmers are eligible to 
, vote in the poll booths set up thru- 
out the commercial wheat area. 
Based on past performance, prob­ 
ably not more than 300,000 will 
vote. 
The voters 
have this choice: 
Whether to accept for the fifth 
i successive year wheat marketing 
quotas. A majority of two-thirds of 
those voting must approve quotas 
I before they become effective. 
I 
If quota* are approved, all farm ­ 
ers in commercial wheat states 
with more than 15 acres of wheat 
will be subject 
to quotas; 
any 
“excess” wheat will be subject to 
quota penalties; price support at a 
national average of $1.78 a bushel 
will be available to producers who 
do not exceed their farm acreage 
allotments. 
If quotas are not approved, there 
will be no marketing quotas or pen­ 
alties, 
Acreage allotments would 
remain in effect, by law, and price 
support would be available at 50 
per cent of parity for producers 
who comply with farm wheat al­ 
lotments. 
Department officials es­ 
timate that 50 per cent of parity 
for the 1958 crop will be about $1.18 
a bushel.

Detroit lawyer, Lawrence Burns, 
indicating viretapping. 
Hoffa did not elaborate on the 
information from Burns, but

said the government had acquired 
evidence “which could only result 
from monitoring and stenographic 
transcription” of telephone conver­ 
sations. 
Judge Matthews denied a motion 
to s u p p r e s s evidence on this 
ground.

He told his news conference that 
he was disappointed that some op­ 
ponents contended it would destroy 
their own civil rights. 
He appar­ 
ently referred to critics who at­ 
tacked the House passed measure 
on grounds it would deprive per­ 
sons of trial by jury in certain 
eases. 


Eisenhower said 
his program 
was designed with 
the idea of 
moderation and not with the idea 
of persecution of anyone 
He ducked a question about w h i­ 
ther he would recommend that Re­ 
publicans try to keep the Senete 
in session long enough to break 
any filibuster by southern Demo­ 
crats against the legislation. 
In other news conference high­ 
lights, Eisenhower: 
—Said the Justice Department la 
.studying recent far-reaching Su* 
preme Court decisions on the ques­ 
tion of constitutional rights of indi­ 
viduals. 
He declined to comment 
on whether he believes the court 
has gone too far at the expense of 
law enforcement procedures and 
investigative functions of Congress. 
However, he indicated the adminis­ 
tration might ask for new legisla­ 
tion to offset parts of the decision*. 
No Reprimand for S tiffen 
- Described the most recent dia- 
armament proposals by the Rus­ 
sians as hopeful signs which de­ 
serve the most earnest and ener­ 
getic study. He said that he would 
be willing to make some tempor­ 
ary arrangement to suspend nu­ 
clear tests, with safeguards as a 
preliminary step toward general 
disarmament on a permanent ba­ 
sis.
